paragraph 42 contains the following requirement:^-' 

"Lateral cables which do not include headquarters as an 
addressee, or arc not relayed through the headquarters 
Signal Center, will be forwarded to headquarters annually 
for archiving. This function will be performed by the 
field signal center of the originating installation, and the 
cables will be forwarded through KUCLUB pouch channels." 



Such cables, including RADNOTES and CRYPTOS, are in fact forwarded to 
headquarters by the field signal center on a monthly basis in accordance with 
paragraph ^ 104 issued by KUCLUB, Upon receipt, KUCLUB 

passes the cables, except the CRYPTOS, to the Cable Secretariat where they 
are made available for division review, after which they are automatically 
placed on file for 15 years. The handling, review and filing of these cables 
requires the expenditure of considerable time and effort on the part of the 
Cable Secretariat and the divisions. It is the consensus of the divisions that 
the information is not. worth it, since only rarely does anything of interest to 
headquarters appear.

2, Consequently, effective 1 December 1964, the monthly forwarding to 
headquarters of copies of lateral cables as described above, including RADNOTES 
and cryptos, will be discontinued except as stated in paragraph 3,_ below. A 
forthcoming revision of^^^^^^^^^^Bwill revise paragraph 4 2 accordingly.
